CENSUS. 


lt is gratifying to me to be able, at this time, to lay before 
your Excellency a complete return, by counties, of the census of this 
state for the year 1876. These said tables are appended herewith, 
and made a part of this report, and marked exhibit *A." In sub- 
mitting these returns I have the honor to state that they have been 
carefully compiled from tabulated statements made to the seeretary of 
state during the early part of this year. The tables, as submitted, are 
classified and embraced under three forms, and show the “Number 
of Inhabitants,” “ Number of Births,’ “Number of Deaths,” 
together with “ Form 24,” showing the nativity, the professions. 
trades or occupations, the number of those who cannot read or 
write, and the number who are deaf and dumb, blind, insane or idiotic. 
A detailed exhibit, by counties, showing the population at each 
census taken since the year 1855, is also made a part of this report, 
and is marked exhibit “B.” By reference to this table it will be 
observed that the ratio of increase in population, from 1855 to 1860, 
is 542 per cent.; that of 1860 to 1870, is 827 per cent.; that of 1870 
to 1876, is 109 per cent.; taking the ratio of increase in population 
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from 1858, when the first census was taken, down to and including 
the year 1876; when the last enumeration was had, it will be found 
to amount to 5,635 per, cent., showing a growth unequalled by any 
state, and without a parallel in the great sisterhood of states, 


GENERAL STATUTES. a 


The law governing the distribntion of our statutes limits the 
same to ten (10) county officials, namely: One county clerk, one 
county treasurer, one county superintendent of public schools, one 
probate judge, coroner, sheriff, three county commissioners, one 
clerk oi the district court, and one copy to each justice of the peace 
in every organized precinct within the county. 

I əm frequently called upon by county clerks asking that they 
be furnished with additiona] copies, and in nearly every instance 
where such requisition has been made upon this department men- 
tion has | een made by them, that they wished the copies to replace 
others which had become worn out, lost, destroyed by fire or other- 
wise mutil sted. à 

The ierms of the statute being.so explicit as to who shall be 
entitled to receive a copy, and as there has been no provision made 
for replacing volumes which have been destroyed or lost, Y would 
respectfully request that such a law be passed as will authorize an 
issue of this kind; as it seems to me to be a great injustice to ask 
our county : Gals to perform their duties clearly without their 
office being is: possession of a copy of our general statutes.

As at present provided, the articles of association of some cor- 
, porations are filed in this office, others in the offiee of the county 
elerk. In some cases the filing of the original articles is required ; 
in others, a certified eopy of the same; in others, a copy only. 
Many practical difficulties grow out of this incongruity. 

Under the present condition of the law governing these cor- 
porations, no official is in possession of a complete list of the 
corporations organized, and, neither for purposes of statistics or 
taxation is such list attainable without great inconvenience. The 
purpose of having all articles or certificates of association filed in 
this department is two-fold: first, to give the public knowledge of 
the legal existence of such corporations; and, secondly, to enable 
all the corporations, associations and societies to make more clearly 
legal proof of their existence. Ifin your estimation it would seem 
impracticable to have all said documents filed in this office, I would 
recommend at least that a certificate of the filing, in any county 
clerk’s office, be forwarded to the secretary of state. 

In order to further obviate any question which may arise here- 
after, I would also recommend that none but the original articles be 
> filed in this office. Parties filing same could then obtain a certified 
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copy of the original, if wished for. As the state grows older, its 
corporations more numerous, and their just taxation more urgent, 
this defect in our present law becomes more apparent. 


COUNTY OFFICERS. 


Frequently, requests are made upon this department to authen- 
ticate the seal and signature of certain of our county officials. 
There not being any law requiring the county clerks to forward this 
information to this department, I am without the knowledge requi- 
site to answer these requests. 

A number of states have a law requiring a certificate under 
seal to be forwarded to this department of state, setting forth the 
name and position, together with the official seal and signature, of 
those officers who are by law authorized to administer oaths and 
take acknowledgments. Such a law in this state would enable me 
to forward certificates, as I am often called upon to do, authentica- 
ting under the great seal of state, the seal and signature of those 
officers in the several counties of thestate, having same authority 
under the laws. 

lt would also seem necessary that the county clerks of the 
several counties be required by law fo furnish over their seal a 
complete list of all county officials, elective or appointive, excepting 
road supervisors and assessors.

JOURNALS. 


By reference to section 2, chapter 37, of the general statutes, 
you will observe that the county clerk of each organized county 
within this state, is authorized by law to make requisition upon the 
secretary of state for fourteen (14) copies of the journals of each 
branch of the legislative assemblies, and as there is now in this 
state sixty-one (61) organized counties, it will require eight 
hundred and fifty-four (854) volumes each of the senate and house 
journals to supply the seyeral counties. Aside from this supply, 
there is needed at least four hundred volumes, the same being used 
in exchange with other states, and for distribution to members of 
the assembly, and for keeping a supply on hand. I make this 
estimate in order to prevent any discrepancy occurring between the 
number required and the number ordered printed, as was the case 
at the eleventh (11th) session of the legislative assembly, where 
only five hundred (500) copies each of the senate and house 
journals were ordered printed. 


SESSION LAWS AND ROAD LAWS. 


I received from the hands of the public printer, five thousand 
(5000) volumes of the session laws of 1875; these I have distributed 
proportionately to the several counties, arid the residue thereof I 
have placed in the hands of the state librarian, to exchange with 
other states—complying with the law in every particular as nearly 
as practicable. i 

Agreeable to the provisions of a law passed at the eleventh 
session of the legislative assembly“ To provide for the publication 
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and distribution of road laws,” I caused to be compiled all the laws 
in this state now in force, prescribing the-manner of laying out and 
opening public roads, and the duties of road supervisors under. 
them: and ordered printed two thousand (2000) copies in pamphlet 
form. i 

Whenever requisition has been properly made upon this de- 
partment for these road laws, the same has been duly honored. 


STATE PRINTING. 


The state printing law as is now found upon our statute books, 
contains many incongruities and imperfections which militate against 
its practicable working. Amongst the many defects which have 
come under my observation within the last two years, and which I 
ean now call to mind, is the division of the work coming under 
classes one (1) and six (6). Class one (1) comprises all the com- 
position on bills for the two houses of the legislature, together with 
such resolutions and other matters that may be ordered by the two 
houses or either of them. Class six (6) comprises the folding of 
all bills, resolutions, pamphlets or other documents ordered by the 
legislature. These classes as the law now provides, can be bid 
upon, and awarded separately to different individuals or companies 
residing in different séctions of this, or other states, thus requiring 
the contractor under class one (1), after the completion of his work, 
to forward his sheets to this office, after which these packages must 
be re-shipped to the contractor holding class six (6). 

The short space of time intervening between the several read- 
ings of bills before the legislature, require these branches of the 
publie printing to be done with dispateh; as the law now stands, 
serious delays may arise at any time in the transmittal of bills and 
other printed matter from one contractor to another ; to obviate this 
serious diserepancy in the law, I would recommend that classes one 
(1) and six (6) as aforesaid be combined and known only as a single 
class. I am also of the opinion that the interests of the state would 
be materially subserved by adding in the lists of proposals invited 
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for the public printing, another or additional class; said class to 
provide for the receiving of bids upon all blanks and book work 
.not now enumerated or contained under the head of the other 
several classes of work.' A revision of the law in many instances, 
is greatly needed. i 


A LAW AUTHORIZING THE SECRETARY OF STATE TO ADMIN- 
ISTER OATHS AND TAKE ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


As it is very questionable under the present status of the law 
defining the duties of the secretary of state, as to whether he can 
administer oaths and take acknowledgments as in all eases made 
and provided, and have the same hold good in law, I think it 
advisable that some enactment should be had that will empower 
the secretary of state to act as aforesaid, as he is frequently called 
upon aside from the regular routine work of his department, to act 
in this capacity. By delegating this power to his already prescribed 
duties, it would inerease materially the revenues of the department, 
as well as to aid other officers of the executive department in the 
performance of their duties. 


MEMBER OF BOARD OF POBLIC LANDS AND BUILDINGS. 


v 


Under section 19, article V, of the new constitution, the secretary 
of state is made a member of the “ Board of Public Lands and Build- 
ings," said board to be governed by such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed by law. As my duties in this connection are yet 
undefined, I deem it only necesssry to briefly refer to the need of 
some enactment that will clearly set forth my duties in this partic- 
ular, as well as for the future government of the board. 


CLERICAL FORCE. 


Section 9, article IX of the new constitution provides that all 
claims upon the treasury shall be examined and adjusted by the 
auditor of publie aecounts, and approved by the secretary of state, 
before any warrant for the amount shall be drawn: under my inter- 
pretation of this proviso of the constitution, it would indicate that

it is made imperatively the duty of the secretary of stateto examine 
and pass upon all claims presented against the state. 

Section 2, article XIT of the new constitution, requires that no 
bonds or other evidences of indebtedness of any city, county, town, 
precinct, municipality, or other subdivision of the state shall be 
valid unless the same shall have endorsed thereon a certificate 
signed by the secretary of state and auditor, showing that the same 
is issued pursuant to law: 

The foregoing provisions of the constitution will add largely 
to the clerical work of this office, and will cause to be introduced a 
number of new books of record : with these additional labors imposed 
upon my department, together with the increasing labors therein, 
incident upon the rapid growth of the state, I deem the present force 
of the office inadequate to perform the work. I would therefore 
earnestly recommend to your excellency that such provision be made 
by law, that will allow this department to have an additional clerk 
to be known or designated as a “ book-keeper and recorder.” 

If this request is complied with, it will enable me to perform 
my duties as secretary of state more efficiently, and keep pace with 
the current business of the department for the new fiscal year. 


DEPUTY, OR ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF STATE. 


In placing my estimate before you, for the fiscal year, I have 
enumerated therein the salary of an assistant or deputy secretary of 
state. This department, as you are well aware, is without an assis- 
tant, or, in terms more plain, there is no one who is authorized by 
law to sign the secretary’s name in his absence from the department. 
The great need and urgent necessity of some enactment that will 
sanction the appointment of an assistant by me will at once appear 
plain to you. Under the present status of our laws, a contingency 
might arise wherein, should the secretary of state be overtaken with 
sickness, the business of the department would be placed at a stand- 
still, and the public interests thereby, would materially suffer. 
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ARCHIVES. 


Owing to the fast accumulation of written matter in the custody 
of the department, and the limited facilities now possessed by the 
secretary of state for the safe keeping of all written matter entrusted 
to his care, I would respectfully suggest that some disposition be ' 
made of the journals and proceedings of the earlier sessions of the 
legislature of this state and territory. I might add-in this connec- 
tion, for the information of your Excellency, that printed copies of 
all journals of the legislature, from the year 1855 down to and 
including 1875, .are now in existence and on file in the office of the 
state librarian. By thus relieving tlie archives of this large amount 
of matter, greater space would be given and more ample facilities 
afforded for the better preservation of other and more important 
manuscript.

I have also made such other repairs, 
in and out of the halls, as in my judgment seemed necessary to fit 
up the same for the meeting of the legislature in the month of 
January, 1877. i
